Take for 
instance the City of Arcadia 
and their financial condi¬ 
tion due to the closing of 
the race track.

Here it is January the 
19th at this writing and the 
track has been closed 17 
days, seventeen days of the 
most lucrative of the whole 
season. Arcadia City claims 
that they are losing a total 
revenue of $5,500 a day and 
the loss so far for City 
Finances is about $93,500, 
and if the track does .not 
open at all the loss will be 
in the neighbor hood of 
close to $412,500. This will 
be quite a tightening of the 
belt for this city with the 
only possible saving that 
■used for extra police work 
of about $100,000. 

_ CT — 

But think of the State of 
California. Their lo.ss has 
been estimated at $300,000 
a day. Already they have 
lost over 5-million and 
stand' to come lup short 
about 22-million in reve¬ 
nues. Then there are the 
other two tracks that say 
definitely they will not 
open at all if the Santa 
Anita Track is kept closed. 
Could be that the State of 
California could come up 
short some 50-million in 
racing revenues. 

— CT — 

And who is the State? 
Well that is you and I, 
and eventually it will be 
you and I that suffer the 
most, either by ciurtailed 
services or making up the 
difference in loss. Arcadians 
will be hit several times in 
the loss. 

— CT — 

The City of Arcadia will 
take a loss, this will be a 
loss i.n services to the peo¬ 
ple Of the City, and then 
comes the business loss to 
the various restau rants, 
motels and many of the 
businesses which de,pend 
entirely upon the opening 
of the track to keep them 
going for the balance of the 
year. Just could break a 
great many of them before 
it is all over.

The sad part of the whole 
thing is the .differences that 
they are argumentlve about 
in the deal. It amounts to 
about $2 a day for the em¬ 
ployees who usually re¬ 
ceive $35 to $50 a day sal¬ 
ary. Already the top boys 
have lost $8,500 in revenue, 
and their gain, had they 
settled on December 26 at 
their figures would have 
been $34.

So it leaves you with one 
excuse and that is the ex¬ 
cuse of “Principle” in the 
whole cotton picking deal. 
It is a dirty shame, but 
then that is their worry and 
all we can do is sympathize 
with all concerned.

Here in Sierra Madre our 
main worry at the present 
time is tiie condition of our 
City and its finan'ces. Seems 
that some of us still feel 
that the city is “broke” but 
they keep right on spend¬ 
ing money, doing things, so 
guess we are ,not as near 
broke as some would want 
Us to believe.

The all¬ 
electric homo is on a little 
knoll. The house was safe 
but she could not get to 
the highway. She had a few 
bottles of water in the 
hau.se and a limited supply 
of wood for the fireplace. 
They had no phone. The 
only human contact she 
had during that time was a 
Red Cross worker, wh.o wad¬ 
ed to her house . . . wear¬ 
ing hip rain boots. 

Ali our lives are clo.sely 
tied to electricity. When it 
i.s working OK, fine . . . but 
when it fails, OUCH! Some 
day electricity will be fail- 
proof. In the meantime we 
can only tru.st God, the pow¬ 
er suppliers and the crew¬ 
men. 

As it is, electricity is our 
best bargain. A .pictograph 
in U. S. News and World 
Report shows the increase 
in the cost of 36 items.

The Food You Eat 


ta.steless bird of leathery 
flesh was to be considered 
by gourmets to be finer 
than' swan, the bittern or 
the stork. 

At banquets peacocks 
were served whole. Instead 
of plucking the bird, the 
cooks skinned It so that tiro 
feathers came off with the 
skin. The feet were cut off, 
but later attached to the 

tliighs just before the dish 
was served. The peacock 
was then stuffed with aro¬ 
matic spices and herbs. Be¬ 
fore the bird was put on 

the spit, the head', with the 

feathers still on it, was 
wrapped in a piece of cloth 
or linen. Durig the cooking, 
the linen was kept moist. 
When the bird' was do,no, 
the skin and feathers wore 
carefully pulled over the 
peacock, tail spread out, 
the mistress of the house 
filled the beak with cotton 
im|)regnated with camphor 
and lighted it, carrying the 
bird to the table spitting 

flames. 

After the death of Char¬ 
lemagne in 813, famine 
spread throughout the 
country. For 500 years the 
art of good catinj was con¬ 
fined to convents'and mon- 
a.steries. The famous ban¬ 
quet of the Middle Ages do 
not appear until 1328. New 
spices, .such as ginger, cin¬ 


namon, bay leaf, thyme, 
rosemary, scallions, shallots 
and anis were introduced 
about this time. Pepper was 
rare, and the expression ‘ as 
costly as pepper,” became 
icnown. 

Soup was very popular at 
this time, and it was .said 
that Joan of Arc ate five 
soups at a time. It was cus¬ 
tomary to serve at least 
three or four soups at one 
meal, and not unu.sual for 
a dinner to consist of six, 
eight or oven a dozen dif¬ 
ferent soups. 

One Of the greatest dates 
in the history of French 
cooking was Otcober 15.53, 
wlien Catherine de’Medici 
Was married to future Henri 
11. Catherine was a glutton. 
She preferred cockscombs, 
kidneys and artichoke 
hearts. This also was the 
era of veal. Eggs were 
cooked over hot ashes and 
.^nails, which Henri II loved 
were removed from their 
shells and cooked on the 
spit. Poultry was no long¬ 
er served with its feathers 
and spitting flames, but 
stuffed with chestnuts and 
bacon and .served on plat¬ 
ters and surrounded with a 
cru.st made of bread, sugar, 
orange juice and rose wa¬ 
ter. 

During the reign of each 
monarch new recipes ap¬ 
peared that are very close 
to those used today. Mar¬ 
ket-gardens and kitche.n- 
garde.ns under cultivation 
flourished. Vineyards pro¬ 
duced the finest wine. Good 
food became an art. 

The potato was given to 
France, to become its na¬ 
tional vegetable, in 1785, 
when Parmentier gave Lou¬ 
is the 16th a bouquet of 
potato blossoms on his 
birthday. The King was so 
impressed that he put one 
of the flowers in his button¬ 
hole and held out one of 
the flowers to Marie-Antoi- 
nette who pinned it on her 
corsage, and declared that 
from now on famine is im¬ 
possible. Prior to this time 
the potato was considered 
only fit for the pigs. 

Also at this period i.n 
French history the people 
discovered that ices aided 
the digestion and were 
served at every banquet. 
The French cuisine was en¬ 
riched with beef-steak, cav¬ 
iar, and seasonings such as 
surry and soya. Coffee be¬ 
came popular in the morn¬ 
ing as well as an after din¬ 
ner drink. 

While more fancy dishes 
were being prepared some 
of the more simple ones ap¬ 
peared on the banquet table 
and arp still popular today. 
Perhaps tho.se that are 
served most often are. 
Chicken in the Pot, and Pot- 
AuFeau, which consists of 
beef, veal, and ham sim¬ 
mered over a low fire with 
carrots, turnips, onions, 
cloves, celery and leeks. 
Sometimes the vegetables 
are removed and served, 
but more often tliey are dis¬ 
carded and only the broth 
is served over a slice of 
bread which has been 
brfiwr.ed in the ove.n.

Lecture On 
Native Plants 

James B. Roof, director of 
Regional Parks Botanic 
Garden in Berkeley, and a 
.staunch advocate of the 'iise 
and canservatian of Califor¬ 
nia native plants, will give 
an illustrated lecture Fri¬ 
day evening, January 23, at 
8 p.m. in' the lecture hall 
of the Los Angeles State 
and County Arboretum in 
Arcadia. 

The lecture Ls the third 
in a series of six free lec¬ 
tures prese.nted each year 
by the Theodore Payne 
Foundation' for Wild' Flow¬ 
ers and Native Plants alter¬ 
nately at the Arboretum 
and Descanso Gardens in 
La Ca.nada. 

Mr. Roof, who will speak 
on “Growing California’s 
Alpine Plants,” has spent 
many years studying at 
first ha.nd' the flora of 
California. Ad'ditionally, the 
botanic garden of which he 
is director is a kind of geo¬ 
graphic miniature of the 
state. Though only 20 acres 
in size, it Is divided Into 
sections — tho Antioch sand 
section, the seabluft sec¬ 
tion, and so on — in' each 
of which are grown .plants 
native to California’s many 
different environments. Not 
all environments can be 
successfully transferred, but 
an effort is made at Re¬ 
gional Parks Botanic Gar¬ 
den. 

An engaging, forthright 
speaker. Roof often uses 
languages almost as color¬ 
ful as the .plants he talks 
abciut. In The Four Seasons, 
a publication he serves as 
editor and writer and which 
is concerned with advan¬ 
cing knowledge of Califor¬ 
nia’s native plants, he des¬ 
cribes the use of ,non-native 
plant material where suit¬ 
able native pi a n t s are 
available as "sinking to 
horticultural depravity.”
